The athletics department held auditions — 


Tuesday in the Walter Pyramid for a new 

student to become the Cal State Long 

Beach mascot, who can be found at many 
athletic and campus events. 

Nine students attended the tryouts, including seven men 
and two women. During the audition process, the students 
were split into groups of three and were asked to free 
dance, perform choreography: to South Korean artist PSY’s 
2012 dance craze “Gangnam Style” and demonstrate how 
they would toss a t-shirt into a crowd during games.

Each department in the College of- 


- Liberal arts has seen a 75 percent cut 


in operating funds this year, and with 
the unknown. fate of Proposition 30 
weighing on the budget of the Cal State 
University, even more cuts could come 
if it fails. 

The CLA is the largest college in Cal 
State Long Beach, with 23 departments, 
eight programs and about 40 percent of 
the CSULB student body taking class- 
es in the college. According to David 
Dowell, vice provost for planning and 
budgets, if Prop. 30-fails, about 300 to 
400 classes will be cut across the whole 


campus next year. CLA’s sha: ~ would 


be about one-third of that. 

_ “T would much rather be dean in 
times when resources were plentiful,” 
CLA Dean David Wallace, who started 
this summer and replaced former CLA 
dean Gerry-Riposa, said. : 

When asked what specific. plans are 
in store for the CLA and CSULB-if 
Prop. 30 fails, both Dowell and Wal- 
lace said they were unsure about all 
of the repercussions. All the college 
deans will meet with Dowell and Pro- 
vost Donald Para after the election to

school year. 

In the 2011-12 school year, the CLA 
had $29,055,166 allocated to its budget, 
which dropped in the 2012-13 school 
year to $26,697,245. The funds go to- 
wards faculty salaries as well as oper- 
ating funds for.classroom supplies and 
travel. 

Some, like geography department 
Chair Paul Laris, said that the uni- 
versity could not properly function 
with even more budget cuts. The de-

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partment, like all other departments, 
has seen a 75 percent cut in operating 
funds, Wallace said. 

In the 2011-12 school year, the geog- 
raphy department had $24,063 in oper- 
ating funds, which does not include sal- 
aries. However, in the 2012-13 school 
year, the department was initially given 
$3,076 for operating funds but then lat- 
er received an additional $3,000, bring- 
ing the operating funds up to $6,076 for 
the year. 

“We are on life support right now; 
we will stay on life support if [Prop. 
30] does pass,” Laris said. “If it doesn’t 
pass, we can’t call ourselves a univer- 
sity.” 

Russian, German and Romantic Lan- 
guages Chair Markus Muller said he was 
a part of a CLA restructuring commit- 
tee, which started in the summer of 2011 
and lasted only two months. The com- 
mittee found that there were no more op- 
tions to cut from the CLA. 

Both Laris and Muller said that the 
operating funds have been so severely 
cut that there is no room for faculty 
travel or advising. 3 

“All the money for research has been 
canceled,” Laris ‘said. “All the money 
has been canceled for travel, except for 
those who are in the tenure track fac- 
ulty.” 

The cuts in operational funds, 
which include basic classroom and of- 
fice supplies, have accommodated for 
the 2012-13 budget cuts, according to 
Wallace. 

The outcome of Prop. 30, Gov. Jerry 
Brown’s tax initiative that would raise 
income taxes on those who make more

than $250,000 and increase the state 
sales tax by a quarter of a cent, will de- 
termine if further cuts will be made to 
the CSU system. If it fails, the CSU will 
see a $250 million trigger cut, of which 
CSULB will see $25 million in cuts, ac- 
cording to Para. 

The operating budget cuts also 
stripped down faculty advising, Wal- 
lace said. CLA is moving from an ad- 
vising model that relies primarily on 
faculty to one that relies more on staff 
advisors, including Advising Teach- 
ing Liberal Arts Students (ATLAS),

according to Dowell. Almost all other 
colleges on campus are already there. 

“It’s not necessarily that we’re go- 
ing to spend less money on it, but we 
are going to get more students advised 
per dollar,” Dowell said: “It’s a little 
controversial because some parts of 
advising only a faculty member can 
do. Only a faculty member can advise 
you on your career goals and that sort 
of thing.” 

Another consideration for the CLA 
budget is a new administrative hire. 

Currently, the CLA is in the process 
of searching for a second associate dean 
who will take the place of instructional 
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faculty member of economics; Kristen 
Monaco, Wallace said. Monaco is un- 
officially managing enrollment; how- 
ever, the next associate dean, who is 
expected to start on Jan. 22, will take 
over that task. 

“Enrollment management is criti- 
cal,” Wallace said. “It is unusual for a 
college this big to have one dean.” 

Monaco’s salary in 2011 was 
$86,855, according to the state em- 
ployee database made available via the 
Sacramento Bee data center. The cur- 
rent CLA Associate Dean Mark Wiley 
made $134,940 in 2011. Adding a sec- 
ond official associate dean to the CLA 
would result in an additional $48,085 
for administrative salaries if the new 
associate dean earns the same salary as 
Wiley. 

The new associate dean would over- 
see enrollment and be able to help with 
making “general education curriculum 
leaner, according to Wallace. 

“Liberal Arts has a tremendous 
plethora of classes that are often kind 
of designed to exploit general educa- 
tion,” Dowell said. “A faculty member 
wants to teach in a specialty area and 
they develop a GE class. The problem 
with that is that it’s oftén run at a pretty 
small size and it becomes an expensive 
proposition.” 

It is still uncertain what will become 
of next year’s budget because of Prop. 
30. If Prop. 30 doesn’t pass, faculty sal- 
ary cuts will be considered, according 
to Dowell. 

Wallace said that concrete decisions 
will be made after tomorrow’s election 
results. 

“The future of the CSU hinges on 


- whether or not the U.S. wakes up to 


the crucial role of education,” Dowell 
said.

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Why you should vote YES on Prop. 30 

A staff editorial in the Daily 49er recently 
asserted that students would easily come to 
the conclusion that a “yes” on Proposition 
30 is the right way to vote. “Just hearing 
the words ‘$250 million’ [in cuts for the Cal 
State University system] and ‘higher tuition’ 
are more than enough to likely sway student 
votes.” However, it seems to me that it might 
be helpful to offer more than a few words to 
convince students — and hopefully students’ 
parents, relatives and friends — to vote “yes” 
on Prop. 30. 

Voting “yes” on Prop. 30 is in your self- 
interest. You will receive a tuition rebate of 
$498 and there will be no additional cuts to 
your classes and programs. As President F. 
King Alexander explained in a press confer- 
ence, a “no” on Prop. 30 would mean a $21 
million cut to our campus alone, which would 
translate to about 3,000 fewer students in the 
spring and 2,000 fewer classes. Right now, we 
have approximately 13,000 classes, so we’re 
talking about a 15 percent cut. Obviously, that 
would make getting the classes you need and 
graduating on time more difficult. 

A “yes” on Prop. 30 is also good for Long 
Beach and for California. Every dollar in - 
education produces about four dollars in tax- 
able income for the state, so this is investment 
rather than spending. In addition, the increase 
in income tax to fund Prop. 30 would only 
affect individuals making more than $250,000 
or families making more than $500,000 — and 
even that is only for seven years. The city of 
Long Beach estimates that a “no” on Prop. 30 
would mean a loss of about $75 million, which 
would hit businesses here hard. 

You may be hearing that Prop. 38 is better 
for California than Prop. 30. However, this 
propaganda leaves out one important detail. 
Prop. 38 is only concerned with K-12, i.e., it 
would leave the CSU system and the com- 
munity colleges with the proposed cuts. Only 
Prop. 30 addresses the situation at California 


_ universities such as ours. 


So for all-of these reasons, I believe it is 
important that students come out on Nov. 6 to 
vote “yes” on Prop. 30. If you can use some 
of these arguments to convince your parents, 
relatives and friends to vote the same, even 
better — it’s in all of our interests.

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A message on Prop. 30 and its effects 

I want to thank the organizers of the Yes 
on Proposition 30 and No on Proposition 32 
campaigns for inviting me to speak at the 
campus rally on Oct. 18. Also, I want to apolo- 
gize if I offended anyone with the occasional - 
“F-bombs” I dropped during my speech. As a 
senior citizen, I had some flashbacks to rallies 
when I spoke at Cal State Long Beach against 
the Vietnam War and around other issues dur- 
ing the late 60s and early 70s. 

Actually, my colorful language was also the . 
result of some frustration. As I commended 
the students and faculty who organized the 
rally, I also couldn’t help but notice the thou- 
sands of students who just walked by ignoring 
all the speakers and, more importantly, the 
issues at hand. 

I know most all CSU students are trying to 
finish their degrees, probably work and some 
even have families of their own. Keeping 
focused and their “eye on the prize” is critical 
and what they’re on campus for. But, I can’t 
help but wonder if they know what’s at stake. 

As I see it, we need a balanced approach 
to dealing with the second worst economic 
situation our country has ever faced. I don’t 
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see how we can “cut” our way out of this situation 
when our tax base, state income tax, property tax 
and sales tax have shrunk to devastating levels. 

I agree, we need to live within our means, but 
doing it by cuts alone is like fighting the battle. In 
the early 90s when Republican Gov. Pete Wilson 
instituted a temporary tax on the highest income - 
earners in the state, we needed to bring in some 
badly needed revenue. That’s what Prop. 30 does. 
The difference is that Wilson, along with the leg- 
islature, instituted the tax hike on their own and 
Gov. Jerry Brown is asking the electorate. 

So what’s the decision the voters have to make? 
It is not just an economic decision; it is a decision 
about what government services should be pro- 
vided, to whom they should be provided and who 
will pay for these services.-This is where the dif- 
ferences on how government should operate are 
crystal clear. To put this into terms of “self inter- - 
est,” if-we don’t pass Prop. 30 students and their 
families will be taxed more in the form of tuition 
hikes and additional fees. If we don’t pass Prop. 
30, fees will be increased, but class offerings will 
be reduced — you’ll pay more for less. 

So CSU students, keep your eye on the prize but 
don’t have tunnel vision. Vote “yes” on Prop 30.

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A professor’s view: “No” on Prop. 30 

I am a proud self-righteous left-wing 
liberal Jewish democrat. The first presiden- 
tial election I voted in, I voted for George 
McGovern. I was one of four people who 
did so. 

Tax hikes? I vote for them. Bond.issues? 
Count me in. More social services? There 
can never be enough. Infrastructure? Build a 
bunch of it, and then build some more. Free- 
ways, sewers and cell phone towers on every 
corner, perfect! Subsidized health care, food 
stamps, small business incentives, are we a 
great society or what! Education? It’s not just 
everyone’s right, it’s their obligation. 

So, it will come as no surprise that, late 
in life, after a career in industry, I became 
a teacher, a professor in fact, at a Cal State 
University. Not just a professor, but also a 
substantial donor as well as a fundraiser for 
student scholarships. But what will surprise 
you — and has me as well — is the conclu- 
sion I reluctantly reached this week: I’m 
voting “no” on Proposition 30. 

It isn’t that I mind paying a little extra sales 
tax. It isn’t that we don’t desperately need the 
money at my school to pay teachers and hold 
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down tuition. No. The reason for my “no” 
on Prop. 30 is that too much of every new 
tax dollar would wind up paying salaries 
and bonuses to non-teaching administra- 
tors who negotiate with themselves for 
their three-year guaranteed recession- 
proof contracts, which they then re-up 
again. j 

Here’s the bottom line: If Prop. 30 
passes, more than 60 cents of every dollar 
will go to pay administrators rather than 
teachers and the direct costs of educa- 
tion. The administrative costs have tripled 
during a decade of economic recession, 
enrollment cutbacks and teacher lay-offs. 
The actual costs of teachers is down to 
only 20 cents of those new tax dollars you 
will pay if Prop. 30 were to pass. 

So, if you mean to help education, vote 
“no” on Prop. 30. Force the CSU and other 
colleges to live within their means. It will 
be a painful two-step. At first, there will 
be more cutbacks of enrollment, layoffs of 
teachers and increases of tuition. But, then 
the tide will abruptly change. As tuition 
goes up, students will go to private schools 
where they can get more loans and scholar- 
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ships and alumni grants and tuition rebates, 
and, quite frankly, a better education. 

As tuition revenues drop, the CSUs will 
finally start slimming down their bloated 
management structure and re-focus their mis- 
sion-on education rather than management’s 
job security. 

When I first caine to this school ten years 
ago, there was a single provost. Now there are 
three, costing more than 1.5 million dollars 
per year. That same amount would easily 
cover the cost of 22 full-time professors. 

My idea is a new proposition for the next 
election: A small sales tax increase with the 
funds dedicated to education and allocated by 
an unpaid oversight board of successful retired 
business people-charged with assigning the 
funds to maximize the CSU and streamline 
salaried management. 

Prop. 30 fails to do this. It collects your 
money and hands it over-to the CSU with no 
direction. 

If you trust the school managers to spend 
the money in your best interest, then give it to 
them. 

My position is that they have proven to have 
failed your trust and mine. 

If you want to help a teacher;take one to 
lunch and say, “Thank you.” That will be more 
than teachers will get from Prop. 30.

No matter who you believe, the fact is 
California already ranks fourth highest in 
the nation in‘per capita tax burden. If Prop. 
30 passes, even more business will leave the 
state, taking with them jobs — jobs that might 
otherwise be available to new college gradu- 
ates. Students who plan to remain in California 
would be wise to vote no on Prop. 30.

‘Dralion’ brings high-flying circus acrobatics to Long Beach 


The show features juggling, clowns 
and amazing physical feats.

There’s a reason why Cirque Du Soleil’s shows are world- 
renowned. ‘Dralion,’ which opened at the Long Beach Arena 
on Thursday, proved this, blending acrobatics, music and a 
splash of comedy. 

Dralion came to the Long Beach Arena for one weekend as 
a part of its U.S. tour. Dralion fuses east and west in one show 
with the dragon symbolizing the East and the lion symbol- 
izing the West. The show draws its inspiration from Eastern 
philosophy and the never-ending quest for harmony between 
humans and nature. é 

Dralion opened with the usual clowning around and dance 
overtures. The Italian Dralion clowns were very amusing, 
but it sometimes felt as though the clowning segments went 
on for too long and distracted from the real show. 

Jonathon Morin did an impressive piece on the crossed 
wheel. Two hoops were fused together to make a three di- 
mensional ball. Morin would hold onto the hoops and roll 
with the ball while performing various acrobatic tricks. 

Next, six Chinese acrobats balanced bamboo poles on 
their heads and hands while quickly moving and flipping the 
poles around. 

Juggling seems like a pretty standard circus act, but Vla- 
dik Myagkostupov kicked the old classic up several notches. 
Myagkostupov effortlessly juggled balls and clubs all while 
tumbling and dancing around the stage. An aerialist from 
up above continually dropped more and more balls for him 
to juggle, making the show even more exciting. Throughout 
his act, Myagkostupov never dropped a ball or club — not 
even once. 


Dralion’s stage featured a wall with steps for the perform- 
ers to climb on. During the trampoline act, the performers 
would jump off the edge of the wall, onto the trampoline and 
land back on top of the wall or one of the steps. It all hap- 
pened in one fluid motion, and they always stuck the landing. 

Much like all Cirque Du. Soleil shows, Dralion featured 
live music and singing. The ethereal quality of the music set 
the town for the otherworldly vibe of the show. 

After intermission, several aerial pieces were featured. 
Marie-Eve Bisson did a lovely piece on the aerial hoop, at 
one point hanging from it by only foot. Amanda Orozco 
and Lorant Markocsany performed a partner routine on the 
aerial fabric. A blue fabric hung from the ceiling and they 
used it to perform various acrobatic moves. In one pose, 
Markocsany’s arms were wrapped in the fabric and Orozco 
hung from his neck. 

The hoop diving act is where the show had the most trou- 
ble. In hoop diving, performers dive and throw themselves 
like arrows through small wooden hoops. The hoops are 
stacked on top of each other; some are stationary while oth- 
ers rotate. The top hoop was moveable so that the stack could 
be made higher and higher. One performer, however, missed 
the mark and hit the top hoop so that it fell off. This disrupted 
the flow of the show as he put the hoop back on. This caused 
the next performer make it wobble a little bit. Then one diver 
came in too early and had to go back offstage and reenter for 
his dive. Seeing anyone in Cirque mess up is flustering even 
for the audience. 

The clowns had a particularly fun moment when they made 
fun of the other performers. The clowns, all men dressed up 
as aerialists and dancers, tried to take on the complicated 
acts with the haughty performer’s attitude. Their moment in 


- the spotlight was short lived, though, when the real perform- 


ers returned and rushed them off the stage. 

In spite of opening night hiccups, Dralion is a wildly en- 
tertaining show and is simply yet another jewel in the crown 
of Cirque Du Soleil shows. Dralion will perform next in Fres- 
no on Wednesday through Sunday. For more information on 
tickets and show times, visit cirquedusoleil.com.

LBSU falls to Pacific 
in triple overtime for 
its third straight loss.

There are games that count, and then 
there are big games. : 

The Long Beach State men’s water 

polo team missed a golden opportunity 
to solidify itself as a playoff contender, 
suffering a crushing triple overtime 
defeat to No. 7 Pacifc, 14-13, Sunday at 
the Campus Pool. 
, The 49ers (19-7, 1-4 Mountain Pa- 
cific Sports Federation) lost their third 
straight game since upsetting Califor- 
nia on the road Oct. 27. It was a tough 
loss for The Beach, but ‘Niners head 
coach Gavin Arroyo did not try to su- 
garcoat anything. 

“If you don’t get out in front at 
home, it makes it dangerous for the 
home team,” Arroyo said. “We were 
frozen defensively.” 

LBSU came into the game tied with 
the Tigers for the seventh spot in the na- 
tional ranking. Pacific (11-7, 2-2 MPSF) 
took their first meeting of the season at 
the So Cal Tournament, 11-10. 

Five 49ers had multi-goal games, 
while Aleksandar Petrovic paced the 
Tigers with four goals in the contest. 

The game was a heated affair, as 
the two teams could not get separated 
on the scoreboard nor from each oth- 
er. Referees whistled the players for 
20 penalties, and a skirmish ensued

at the conclusion of the first oyertime. 
LBSU’s Carter Taylor and Pacific’s 
Kevin Oliveira received match ejec- 
tions for their roles in the confronta- 
tion. . 

Up until the game-winning goal by 
Balazs Erdelyi with 1:40 left in the 
third overtime, little could be done to 
discern a winner. As a prize fight that 
goes the distance, this game would be 
decided by a split decision, with Erde- 
lyi’s golden goal acting as the third and 
deciding score. : 

Neither team held a lead at the end 


of any quarter. Despite a myriad of shot 


blocks by the 49er defense, the team 
allowed too many shots to be directed 
toward the goal. Balint Meszaros was 
called upon to keep the 49ers on nu- 
merous occasions. The first-year 49er 
starter came up with 13 saves, includ- 
ing a game-saving stop on a 6-on-5 dis- 
advantage for the ‘Niners in the second 
overtime. 

“Balint played great in the over- 
time,” Arroyo said. 

Meszaros, however, did not have 
the same success against UCLA. The 
49er goalkeeper allowed 13 goals on 
20 shots, and the 49ers were buried

early. The Bruins (22-2, 4-0 MPSF) 
scored five of the first six goals of 
the match and held an 8-2 lead at half 
time. 

The man in net at the other end was 
impressive against the 49ers. UCLA 
goalkeeper Matt Rapacz stymied the 
49ers throughout the game as he made 
ten saves, including a stop on a Zac- 
chary Kappos’ penalty shot. 

Arroyo said that the Bruins’ senior 
was an established netminder, but he 
was displeased with his team’s offen- 
sive effort. 

“T think we made him look pretty 


good,” Arroyo said. 

The 49er losses will likely bump 
Pacife ahead in the national rankings. 
LBSU has games remaining against 
Pepperdine, UC Irvine and UC Santa 
Barbara to end the season. In all likeli- 
hood, the 49ers will have to win at least 
one of those games to qualify for the 
MPSF tournament. If the 49ers defeat 
the Anteaters (14-9, 0-6 MPSF) next 
Sunday, it would all but clinch a playoff 
berth for Arroyo’s squad.

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International students say they 
favor Obama in 2012 election 


Many of the students 
say that U.S. election 
campaigns differ 
from those abroad.

Students studying abroad at Cal 
State Long Beach this semester are 
getting a crash course in the presiden- 
tial election process, whether they like 
or not. 

Even without television access, 
many international students say they 
can’t escape the endless barrage of 
political ads and debates.. To many, the 
constant coverage appears to be more 
for its entertainment value than for its 
insight. 

Oliver Davies, a junior international 
business major from England, said the 


whole campaigning process is more of - 


a joke than anything else. 
“The American elections are really 
quite funny,” Davies said. “I only saw 


the third debate, but it was like watch- 
ing kids squabbling in the school yard. 
I don’t think either candidate really 
mentioned any concrete policy.” 

Viktoria Firtser, a junior English 
major from Germany, said that it was 
strange how much of the campaigning 
seemed to revolve around who could 
afford to buy a better image. 

“Here it seems like the whole cam- 
paign is about who has more money,” 
Firtser said. “In Germany, if someone 
gave money to a political figure I think 
it would be a big deal.” 

Firtser also said how odd it is that 
such a large nation would only have 
two main parties to represent such a 
diverse population. 

“[Germany has] six or seven main 
parties, and it is mainly all about who 
supports what,” Firtser said. “Here, it is 
much more exciting though. They spend 
all their time insulting each other.” 

Despite the confusion over who 
stands for- what, many international 
students favor President Obama over 
Mitt Romney. Shizali Cabari, a junior 
international business and finance ma- 
jor from England, said she had noticed 
widespread support of Obama. 

“T have heard a lot of people make 


jokes about moving to Canada if Rom- 
ney wins,” Cabari said.- 

-Paolo Fantini, a senior business major 
from Brazil, said she thought it would be 
better for everyone if Obama won. 

Davies, however, begrudgingly ad- 
mitted that he favors Obama. 

“T guess I’d vote for Obama if I abso- 
lutely had to,” Davies said. “He seems 
to have done fairly well. Romney is 
just a businessman.” 

Firtser said that she thinks a lot of 
Obama’s international support comes 
from the criticism of the Bush admin- 
istration. 

“When Bush was in office, Ger- 
many had a pretty negative attitude 
towards the U.S. government,” Firtser 
said. “Obama changed that. I think that 
there is a lot of fear that Romney would 
be a step back.” 

Other students openly dismissed 
both candidates and said that it is a 
shame there are not other options. 

“T don’t like either of them; two can- 
didates isn’t much of a choice,” Laura 
Nunez, a senior film and journalism 
double major from Spain, said. “I pre- 
fer the Democratic side, but Obama 
promised a lot of things that he hasn’t 
delivered on.” 


CSULB faculty to talk props

Californians can easily -get tangled 
up with 11 propositions on Tuesday’s 
ballot, but Cal State Long Beach fac- 


_ulty members will try to help students 


untie the knot. 

The Political Science Students As- 
sociation (PSSA) will hold an open 
propositions panel today in College of 
Business Administration room 140A 
from 5 to 7 p.m. 

The faculty members will discuss the 
11 California propositions on this year’s 
ballot one by one so that students can be 
fully informed when they vote tomorrow. 

Ed Kaskla, faculty adviser for PSSA 
and political science lecturer, said that 


students should be as informed as pos- 
sible and that it is important for stu- 
dents to come to the panel. 

“Students need to be more motivated 
and aware and active in politics,” Kask- 
la said. 

The panel will particularly focus on 
a select few of the propositions, such as 
Proposition 30, which would raise sales 


“tax and income tax for those earning 


more than $250,000 annually to raise 
funds for education. The CSU would face 
a $250 million cut sould Prop. 30 fail. 

The panel plans to also focus on 
Proposition 32, a reform to campaign 
finances, and Proposition 34, which 
would eliminate the death penalty. 

Panelists will discuss the impact 
of the propositions that voters need to 
know, followed by a question and an- 
swer session. 

The panel discussion is free and 
open to all students and faculty. 

PSSA will also hold a follow-up pan- 
el called “What Now?” on Novy. 14, ac- 
cording to Kaskla. The follow-up panel 
is designed to inform students on what 
the newly elected president and passed 
propositions could mean-for the nation

Polls show a 14 
percent increase in 
those following the 
election.

~ Instead of losing interest in the elec- 
tion’s 24-hour coverage on TV and ra- 
dio, it turns out that young voters are 


more interested in politics now than 
they were a few months ago. 

The Center for Information & Re- 
search on Civic Learning and En- 
gagement (CIRCLE) found that the 
percentage of young voters, ages 18 
to 29, paying attention to the election 
has risen from 56.1 percent to 70 per- 
cent. : 

The expected youth voter turnout 
has also risen 9.9 percent for voters 
who described themselves as “ex- 
tremely likely” to vote, according to 
CIRCLE. 

With a 52 percent approval rating, 


President Obama is currently favored 


Potential turnout of younger voters rises 


over Mitt Romney, who has a 35 per- 
cent approval rating among young vot- 
ers, according to CIRCLE. 

» For some students, like undeclared 
sophomore Chloe Zomorodi, Obama is 
a clear choice for president. 

“T decided to vote for Obama because 
I feel he has a strong economic plan,” 
Zomorodi said. “I feel he’s done a de- 
cent job at digging us out of the hole 
during his first [term].” 

However, while support for Obama 
has risen across the young demograph- 
ic, some students are opting to vote for 
a third party candidate. 

“I’m leaning towards Roseanne Barr 


[from the Peace and Freedom Party] 
because I’m dissatisfied with the two- 


party system,” junior music major Sean. . 


Adamiak said. “I’ve been disappointed 
with Obama ... and think Barr’s plat- 
form may be a breath of fresh air in 
politics.” 

According to CIRCLE’s- website, 
the number of young voters support- 
ing third party candidates like Barr has 
risen to 4 percent since July. 

Mitt Romney, whose approval rat- 


ings have dropped from 36.9 percent to - 


35.1 percent, still has youth support, ac- 
cording to CIRCLE’s website. 

For some students, like sophomore 
mechanical engineering major Jakob 
Brouwer, Romney is the solution for 
many of the nation’s problems. 


“Tt’s definitely a tough-decision, but I 
would like to give a different president 
.. a chance to [change] our country,” 
Brouwer said. “The Democrats had 
four years and no drastic improvements 
have occurred.” 

When asked whether Obama under- 
stands the problems that youth voters 
have, nearly 50 percent said ‘yes’ com- 
pared to Romney’s approximately 15 
percent, according to CIRCLE. 

When asked whether Obama can 
help improve the economy, about 35 
percent said ‘yes’ compared to Rom- 
ney’s approximate 30 percent, accord- 
ing to CIRCLE’s website. 

“T think someone new deserves an 
opportunity to make things better,” 
Brouwer said.
